UNITAS IS STILL THE BEST: 





EDITOR'S NOTE: The past few years, Baltimore's Johnny Uni- 
tas has been the victim of boo birds, especially in his own 
park. The author, who was the closest to Unitas on the field 


in his four years as a former Colt center, maintains Unitas 
hasn't lost his skills. In an exclusive article for PRO-FOOT- 
BALL ILLUSTRATED, Nutter tells why. 


t's been almost three years since I 

last snapped a ball back to Johnny 
Unitas when we both played for the 
Baltimore Colts. 

In those days he was still regarded 
as the No. 1 quarterback in the Na- 
tional Football League, though some 
grandstand snipers were beginning to 
take shots at him because we didn’t win 
a third straight championship. 

As: the start of the 1963 season ap- 
proaches, the sniping has changed to 
full-blown criticism from an ever-in- 
creasing number of people. Thecharge 
against Unitas now is that he’s slipped, 
that he’s over the hill and no longer 
can be ranked as the best in the busi- 
ness. 

With all due respect to my friends 
Bart Starr of the Green Bay Packers 
and Y.A. Tittle of the New YorkGiants, 
who finished first and second respec- 
tively in the N.F.L. passing lastseason, 
neither can quite measure up to Johnny 
as the complete, all-around quarter- 
back. 

It isn’t Johnny who’s slipped. It’s 
the Baltimore Colts! The records illus- 
trate this point clearly. So, following the 
dictum of a famous politician, let’s 
take a look at that record. It shows 
that last season Johnny threw 389 
passes, completed 222 for a 57.1 com- 
pletion average that gained 2,967 
yards and produced 23 touchdowns, 
the same number Johnny had inter- 
cepted. Not bad for a fellow who is 
supposed to have slipped, is it? 

But, now, for comparison purposes 
let’s go back to 1958 and 1959 when 
Johnny, myselfand the other Baltimore 
Colts of those seasons were tearing the 
league apart. Let’s seewhatJohnny did 
then. 

In 1958, the year of our great sudden- 
death playoff victory over the Giants, 
Johnny completed 136 of 263 passes 
for a 51.7 percentage, 2,008 yards 
and 19 touchdowns. He only had seven 
intercepted. In mid-season he suffered 
three cracked ribs anda punctured lung 
following an awfully hard tackle from 
Johnny Symank of the Packers. 

A year later when we again went all 
the way, including a repeat over the 
Giants in the playoff, Johnny hit on

193 of 367 passes for a 52.6 per- 
centage, 2,899 yards and 32 touch- 
downs. He had 14 intercepted and 
got through the season without a known 
serious injury. 

Careful analysis of these figures show 
that Johnny’s passing efficiency is 
about the same as it’s always been. 
His 1962 completion percentage ac- 
tually matched his career highin 1957, 
his rookie year. But, they also indicate 
that he’s being forced to pass more 
often with increasingly inadequate pro- 
tection because the Colts are under- 
going the familiar deterioration which 
hits most NFL teams. 

This deterioration—maybe evolution 
is the nicer word—includes the loss of 
a balanced offense due to the absence 
of dependable runners, the loss of good 
receivers due to retirements and in- 
juries, and the loss of solid protection 
for Johnny when he does pass. 

When I helped form the pass pocket 
for Johnny with Alan (The Horse) 
Ameche, Jim Parker, Art Spinney, Alex 
Sandusky and George Preas he could 
count on a minimum of four seconds 
to pick a receiver and throw the ball. 
I doubt if he ever got that much last 
year. Add to that defenses which are 
adjusted to simply stop his passing 
because it didn’t fear the Colt running 
game, and Johnny’s problems in- 
creased. 

Yet, in the face of these hazards and 
changed situations, Unitas still com- 
pleted 57.1 per cent of his throws! 

He had it even tougher in 1961 when 
both Lennie Moore, the great half- 
back, and Ray Berry, the wonderful 
end, were out most of the season with 
injuries. Then Johnny had to throw 
420 times, a high for his career. He 
completed 229 for another career high. 
His yardage of 2,990 was only 109 
under his all-time high of 3,099 set 
in 1960, my last year with the club. 
These aren’t the working figures of a 
has been. 





The remarkable thing is thatJohnny 
has managed to maintain his per- 
formance level despite a dip in the 
material around him, When he led the 
Colts to those 1958 and 1959 sweeps, 
Johnny had Ameche and L,G. Dupre 
as running backs. They took the pres- 
sure off our ends, Jim Mutscheller and 
Berry. Then, he had Moore for both 
running and receiving. 

The defenses, as a result, used to go 
crazy trying to outguess us. When 
they’d set to stop Ameche or L.G., 
Johnny would throw deep to Berry. 
When they’d concentrate on Berry, 
he’d hit Mutscheller, our tight end, 
with a short hitch over the middle. 

When Berry, Mutscheller and the 
runners were effectively keyed, Johnny 
would hit Moore flying down the side- 
lines with a long bomb! Or Unitas 
would take off himself on one of those 
thrilling zig-zag runs of his. Boy, those 
were the days! 

What Johnny needs to get the Colts 
back into a championship is improved 
material. Weeb Ewbank is gone. May- 
be Don Shula, the new coach, can 
give him some. After all, Unitas re- 
mains a master reading defenses and 
checking off. A great quarterback may 
lose some zip in his arm, but never 
those abilities. 

Since the championship years the 
Colis have been slowly changing. 
Ameche retired, Dupre was lost in the 
expansion draft, I was traded, Mut- 
scheller retired and Berry, Moore and 
Preas have been handicapped by in- 
juries. Even Johnny has had neck 
trouble and a bum hand. 

The Colts have been trying to patch 
up their holes but it takes time. Mean- 
while, the Baltimore fans, who are very 
rabid, have been making Unitas the 
scapegoat. All they know is the team 
isn’t winning like it used to, but they 
forget the team has also undergone 
change.

Johnny some help and he’ll make 
the Colts contenders again. He can do 
it, because he has all the qualities of a 
great quarterback. 

What are these qualities? There are 
several and they go far deeper than 
what the statistics reveal. First, the 
quarterback must have full control 
of the ball club. Then, he must be able 
to inspire confidence in himself—he 
must make his teammates believe in 
him. He must also be able to correctly 
read defenses, handle the checkoffs 
quickly, be a master strategist and 
tactician, throw well and in a variety 
of manners under all sorts of pres- 
sure situations, run effectively with the 
ball when necessary and consistently 
come up with the big play. 

Tall order? Certainly. But, great 
quarterbacks arescarce. Unitas is great 
becaiise he qualifies in all these depart- 
ments.

His greatest attribute, in my opinion, 
is calling the big play, especially inside 
the last two minutes of either half 
when time becomes so vital in tight 
games. Bobby Layne is another great 
finisher among the quarterbacks. I’ve 
worked with Bobby the last two 
seasons. 

Getting back to Johnny, I'll never 
forget the finish he engineered against 
the Chicago Bears at Chicago in 1960. 
We were still in the thick of the race 
in our bid for a third title and couldn’t 
afford a defeat. 

Well, the Bears went ahead of us by 
three points in the fourth quarter and 
time began to slip by. With only 14 
seconds left, Bill George and Doug 
Adkins really crocked Johnny, split- 
ting his nose and cutting his upper lip, 
on a third down play. 

Time was called while the trainer 
patched him up. Most quarterbacks

would have fidgeted about whether 
they’d be able to finish the game. 
While our trainer was putting medicine 
and tape on Johnny’s bruises, he was 
standing there going over various 
plays with the coaches trying to pick 
the big one. That’s all he had on his 
mind. When play resumed, we had one 
down left. Johnny cooly hit Moore 
with a 24-yard touchdown pass to 
win the game. 

A national television audience saw 
Johnny beat the Eastern Conference in 
the last seven seconds of the 1962 
Pro Bowl game at Los Angeles. Jimmy 
Brown had previously put the East 
ahead with a long touchdown run but 
Johnny brought the West charging 
back, after a Brown fumble, and hit 
Jon Arnett of the Rams with a big 
touchdown pitch. 

I played for the East under Allie Sher- 
man last January and I'sattherescared 
to death, waiting for Unitas to pick a 
big play to beat us. We were ahead 
by only three points. But, thanks to 
a fumble on a kickoff by Abe Wood- 
son of the 49ers, we got the ball back 
and put the game out of Johnny’s 
reach. It meant an extra $200 to us. 

Two of the greatest examples of Uni- 
tas at work under late-game pressure 
were those scoring drives of ours he 
directed against the Giants in the 1958 
playoff at Yankee Stadium. The first

one had to cover 79 yards from the 
Baltimore 14 to the Giants’ seven from 
where Steve Myrha kicked a field goal 
to tie the score at 17-17 and force 
the overtime. In the overtime he took 
us 80 yards in 13 plays with Ameche 
going over from the one. 

In the game-tying drive Johnny 
calmly threw seven straight passes, 
any one of which could have boom- 
eranged into an interception and given 
New York the title. But, Johnny just 
“knew”? he could complete them. At 
one stage he hit Berry with three 
straight sideline tosses. When Myrha 
kicked the field goal there were only 
seven seconds to play. ‘The roar of the 
crowd was so loud we could hardly 
hear our signals. But, none of us had 
any doubts that with Johnny in con- 
trol we wouldn’t win. 

Johnny had the horses then. He 


didn’t last year but he got all of the 
blame. He was accused of losing the 
game against Green Bay, The Colts 
had a first down on the Packer four 
with a go-ahead touchdown in sight, 
but couldn’t score. A fourth down pass 
Johnny tried hit the ground with Jimmy 


Orr loose in the end zone. 
What the fans back home in Balti- 


more didn’t realize, or, weren't told 
was that a defensive lineman had 
broken through and hit Unitas’ arm 
as he was about to throw. In 1958 
and 1959 opposing linemen seldom 
broke through our defensive pocket 
and laid a hand on Johnny. That’s 
why his interceptions were so few. 

You know, a great quarterback like 
Unitas can inspire you on the field. 
What makes Johnny even greater, in 
my book, is that he inspires you off 
the field, too. He’s modest, humble and

strictly a team player. He’s a loyal 
husband and father. He sets a wonder- 
ful example for his teammates to follow. 

He’s always one of the first men on 
the practice field and nearly always the 
last to leave. I’ve never seen him re- 
fuse a request from a coach or a 
teammate to go over a play or a pat- 
tern one more time. 

Another thing. I’ve never seen 
Johnny give a fan the brushoff. I’ve 
sat in restaurants with him and watched 
his dinner get cold while he obliged a 
long line of people with autographs. 
He’s made me proud to be a pro 
football player more than once. Some 
of us tend to forget the position we’ve 
achieved in sports. 

Up to this point, I’ve listed the vir- 
tues quarterbacks must have to be 
termed great. I’ve tried to illustrate how 
Johnny Unitas qualifies on all points. 
But, the biggest I’ve saved for last. 
It’s the ability to take a team into first 
the divisional then the league cham- 
pionship. Add those two qualifications 
and you start separating the merely 
competent or very good quarterbacks 
from the great. 

Johnny Unitas has twice taken his 
team the full route. Only Bart Starr 
of the Green Bay Packers can make 
that claim among the active quarter- 
backs—depending, of course, on 
whether our Bobby Layne retires. 
Aside from these two, thereisn’t another 
NFL quarterback who can match 
Johnny there, The other quarterbacks 
might be his equal in two or three 
departments but that’s all. 

Y.A. Tittle had to wait until he was 
nearly 35 to get into a championship 
playoff, yet he’s lost in them two 
straight years despite playing for a 
fine New York team, 

Because Starr has matched Unitas 
with two consecutive sweeps and has 
an edge on him with three straight di- 
visionals, a comparison between them 
is in order. Bart, underrated until Vince 
Lombardi took over the Packers, con- 
trols his ball club well, reads defenses 
competently, checks off equally so, runs 
passably and throws very good. He 
beat out Tittle for the 1962 passing title 
with a phenomenal 62.5 percentage. 

But, I still give the edge to Unitas. 
Johnny is a much better faker, a more 
versatile thrower, a stronger runner 
and a better finisher. Bart shouldn’t 
be penalized on some of these because 
he’s playing for the No. 1 club. I think 
his biggest tests lie ahead—when the 
Packers begin to slip back alittle. Then 
we'll see if he can maintain his effi- 
ciency as has Johnny. 

Of the others Milt Plum of the Lions 
might rate a favorable comparison 





except that he’s beena runner up nearly 
all of his career. With Cleveland, where 
he never could adjust to Paul Brown’s 
messenger system, Milt couldn’t func- 
tion at peak efficiency. 

He did much better with a free hand 
under George Wilson at Detroit last 
season. Detroit just missed tying the 
Packers for the Western title yet got 
the satisfaction of a romp over them 
in their Thanksgiving Day game. Un- 
til Milt gets his club into a playoff 
and wins a league championship, 
though, he cannot be called a great 
quarterback much less Unitas’ equal. 
Milt has the equipment. Let’s see what 
he can do with it. 

I think our own Ed Brown at Pitts- 
burgh has the stuff to become a great 
one. Ed never got a vote of confidence 
at Chicago where he had to split the 
quarterbacking with someone else. He 
also split the job at Pittsburgh with 
Layne. But, Buddy Parker, our great 
coach, has gradually been giving Ed 
the reins. He led us in our late season 
drive to second place in 1962, the 
highest finish ever for the Steelers. 

Ed is learning to control the ball 
club, too, He can pass and has a pair 
of tremendous receivers in Buddy Dial 
and John Burrell. To keep the pres- 
sure off them he has John Henry 
Johnson, Joe Womack and Dick Hoak 
for runners. He’s also got a stout of- 
fensive line of which I’m proud to be 
a part. 

Brown is a good reader of defenses 
and checks off very well. The work 
Parker gave him the last half of the 
season really sharpened Ed in those 
departments, Besides all that, Ed is a 
wonderful punter. 

It was through no fault of Brown’s 
that we didn’t get into the playoffs. 
Our defensive platoon was riddled with 
injuries all season. We had a balanced 
offense that could score on anybody. 
Remember we were one of the two teams 
to beat the Giants. 

You can bet Coach Parker and his 
assistants will be working with Ed 
overtime this summer. I have the con- 
fidence in him to carry us the route. 
T hope he does because | have a feeling 
Johnny Unitas will be on the other 
side of the field with his Baltimore 
Colts in the very near future for a 
championship playoff. That would 
be a great thrill to meet the master in 
a title game as an opponent instead of 
a teammate. 

After all, if you get into a champion- 
ship game, the only way togetthe most 
satisfaction out of it is to beat the best. 
That has to be Johnny Unitas. Take 
it from the fellow who was closer to 
him than anyone else on offense for 
four great years with the Colts.

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Wes two objects, each weighing 
230 to 250 pounds and travel- 
ing at a high rate of speed, collide 
the resulting impact will be shattering. 
In professional football this impact and 
the resulting unpleasantries are often 
times misconstrued as dirty playing. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth. 

Pro football can hardly be called 
a delicate game. It’s a civilized jun- 
gle in which only the fittest survive. 
The dirty player is a vanishing breed. 
the game has passed him by. 

One fact can’t be overlooked. Pro 
football is a contact sport, played by 
men who are the best in the country 
at their profession, with winning the 
ultimate goal in every case. 

With this situation the occasional 
bloody lip, twisted knee, or twiste d 
ankle can’t be avoided. You would call 
it an occupational hazard. But to say 
any player would intentionally try to 
injure another is degrading his intell- 
igence. The majority of the players 
in the league have wives and children 
to support. How well they support their 


..- BUT, 


families depends, to a large extent, on 
their physical wellbeing. They do not 
like to be threatened with unnecessary 
injury nor do they like to impose 
unnecessary injury on opponents. 

Widespread changes in the style of 
defensive play have done much to 
deter any unnecessary activities and 
contributed toward cleaner play. 

‘There just isn’t any opportunity for 
head-hunting any more. 

This is especially true for the line- 
backer. There was a time when the 
“hatchet men’’ were cutting a wide 
swath through the league. The role 
of the linebacker was more that of 
ding. care of what the front line mis- 
sed. 

The linebacker’s job has grown in 
importance and complexity with the 
advances made in defense. Thereis little 
space and littler time for any premed- 
itated violence. 

If you want to play dirty football 
it will cost you, too. It will cost you 
a $50 fine from the league. Your own 
team will fine you, too, because it 
hurts you and the team when you're 
kicked out of a game. You have to 
take some pretty good shots but there 
isn't much use trying to retaliate. You 
just come out on the short end in the 
long run. 

The prominence of defensive play in 
recent year§ has been another major 
factor in reducing the mass mayhem 
once in vogue. The once slovenly job 
of breaking up pass plays and making 
24 




















tackles is not only respectable these 
days but it’s downright glorious. 

I was fortunate enough to hit the 
jackpot in the 1962 national cham- 
pionship game with the Giants in New 
York when I was named the Most 
Valuable Player. This wasn’t one of 
my best games, but it was a cold, 
vindy day and a defensive game. | 
just happened to be in the right spots 
at the right times. 

I felt good about winning the Most 
Valuable Player award for two rea- 
sons. One, of course, was the personal 
satisfaction, A second was the fact 
that a defensive player was winning the 
award. [t was another step towards 
recognition for the defensive player. 



























Television has been an important 
factor in bringing recognition to the 
defense, People are discovering it’sreal 
enjoyable watching the defense carry 
out their jobs, and fans are becoming 
more learned in the complex methods 
that have been mastered. 

_ The complexity of defenses stem from 
the different individuals you are going 


T DIRTY! 


to face each Sunday, not the different 
offen: In pro ball all the offenses 
are about the same; but the indiv 
duals that execute these offenses 2 
different and that’s what makes defen- 
sive play complex. 

You study and work against the indi 
viduals you're going to be facing. From 
my middle linebacking position I look 
at the ends and tackles who are going 
to be coming down the line of scrim 
mage trying to get me. I look for the 
tricks of the backs I'll be tackling. | 
try to notice movements by the backs 
which might give away the play they're 
going to execute. 

As far as individuals are concerned 
Lenny Moore of the Baltimore Colts 
has always been one of the hardest 
men for me to bring down. He’s real 
shifty and with those little, spindly 
legs you have trouble getting hold of 
them. 














Nowhere along the defensive align- 
ment is the duty more eye-catching 
than at the post of middle linebacker. 
He’s in the center of all the action and 
if he isn't in on most of the plays 
he isn't doing a good job. 

Pro teams move their defensive play- 
ers to meet varying situations and sur- 
prise the offense. Our defensive signals 
are called from the bench but they 
aren’t as complex as most. The Pack- 
er defensive coach, Phil Bengston, feels 
if you stick with a basic defense and 
it’s variations you're more effective. 





Still you have to be well schooled 
in the probabilities of the plays com- 
ing, up. This is the reason for the great 
amount of time spent in chalk talks 
during the week prior to the game. 
After this schooling its up to the indi- 
vidual to diagnose andreact. Youhave 
to be able to sniff out the enemy strike 
before it happens, and to react fast 
off your key: 

The linebacker is only as goodas the 
men up front. With the cooperation 
of the tackles stationed in front of him, 
the middle linebacker is able to be 
free to make the tackles and to shoot 
across the line in an attemptto smother 
the quarterback before he gets rid of 
the ball. At Green Bay we have two 

at defensive tackles in front of me, 
ave Hanner and Henry Jordan. 
They're both about 260 and a line- 
backer’s best friends, 

Another prime deterrent to illegal 
play in the National Football League 
is the high quality of the players. 

This is probably the hardest thing 
for a rookie to learn, He comes out 
of college a name player and a little 
too sure of his own individual attri 
butes. The first lesson to be learned 
is that prof onal football is a team 
endeavor. ‘logetherness is the secret of 
the success at Green Bay. We're a 
closely knit group with a singlenes: 
of purpose. We play together, prac- 
tice together and when the going gets 
tough someone is always there to help 
you out. 

With the eleven players on the other 
side of the line all great individuals, 
too, there isn’t any room for indivi- 
dualne: You have assignments and 
they have to be carried out. 

You can’t go around looking for

some man to clobber or you're going 
to make a mistake. You make a mis- 
take and you're out of the lineup. 
You make several mistakes and you're 
on your way home. 

e veterans have a number of ways 
of educating the maverick who believes 
pro football is karate with cleats. They 
discourage the murderous inclinations. 
They have educated elbows and they 












know all the legal weapons of destruc- 
tion. 

There's roughness in pro football. 
But most of the infractions are neither 
major nor intentional. You have run- 
ins. After all we're just human, But 
they're only brief flurries, The quick 
flare of temper quickly subsides and 
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's target: San Francisco's Bob Gaiters. 








you go back to playing football. 

Injuries are a constant worry to 
the pro football player, those honest- 
ly inflected and otherwise. No one 
wants to get hurt and no one wants 
to see another player get hurt. 

In my position as middle linebacker 
I don’t worry about the forearm across 
the face. The bruises you get will be 
gone in a couple of days. But I do 
worry about the blindside block that 
would knock me rolling—and might 
cave in a leg. You have to keep your 
eyes open for those ends and tackles 
coming down the line of scrimmage. 
‘They’re big, like Bob St. ir of the 
San Francisco 49ers who is 6-9 and 
265 pounds, and they block hard. 
It’s those hard, clean shots that come 
when you are neither relaxed norlook- 
ing that really hurt. 

For the professional football player 
survival training is a necessity. Every- 
one, no matter what position he plays, 
absorbs a physical beating.

be around pro football and to a de- 
gree what the size of his weekly pay 
check is going to be. 

Good conditioning, of course, is of 
prime importance in keeping your good 
health, But it also takes a lot of wit 
and hard work. 

My early introduction to football 
prepared me for the pro game. I be- 
gan my career at Proviso High School 
at Maywood, Illinois, a suburb of 
Chicago. Proviso is in the Suburban 
League and they play some of the 
finest football in the country. I was 
a quarterback in high school and was 
selected on the Illinois All-State team 
my senior year. 

Then I enrolled at the University 
of Illinois. After playing quarterback 
through my freshman year I was 
moved to fullback and linebacker 
a sophomore. Certainly playing thr 
years in the rugged Big Ten confer- 
ence is a good indoctrination to pro- 
fessional ball. 

I wasn’t too surprised when I learn- 
ed the Packers had drafted me on the 
third round. But I wasn’t too inter- 
ested where I was drafted. I just want- 
ed an opportunity to play pro ball 
and I felt confident I could make 
good. 

Before reporting to the pro camp 
in the summer of 1958, I put in an 
appearance with the College All-Stars. 
The All-Star game in 1958 was a 
disillusioning introduction to pro ball. 
‘That was the year my Illinois team- 
mate, Bob Mitchell who is now with 
the Washington Redskins, and a Mich- 
igan State quarterback Jim Ninow- 




























vent on an offensive spree as the 
ars scored 35 ‘points. The de- 
fensive platoon had a pretty good 
evening, too. We held Detroit to only 
19 points. 

‘The All-Star game was fun, but it 
cost me some precious getting-to-know- 
you time with the Packers. By the time 
I got to the training camp the rest 
of the club had been sweating it out 
for two weeks. Hardly 24 hours after 
the All-Star game I was lost in the 
middle of a rugged scrimmage. | was 
surrounded by players who knew what 
it was all about like Tom Bettis, Boyd 
Dowler, Jim Ringo and Fred Thurston. 

Everything was strange and imper- 
sonal at first in the pro camp and 
I wasn’t used to this sort of treatment. 
It took some time to get adjusted. I 
was like most other college football 
players who had enjoyed brief flashes 
of publicity. But pro ball jolted me back 
to the realities of the play-for-pay game. 

I had some pretty fair competition 
for the linebacking job when | first 
joined the Packers. The Packers had 
Bill Forrester, Tom Bettis and Carl- 
ton Massey and the No. 1 draft choice 





in 1958 was another linebacker, Dan 
Currie of Michigan State. 

When I first started I think I fell 
into the category of those rookies who. 
are just too anxious. I was making mis- 
takes because I was too aggressive. 
I was trying too hard. I had to learn 
to be more relaxed. It just takes time 
and for me it took three seasons be- 
fore I finally broke into the starting 
lineup. 

The rest of the players knew I was 
trying too hard. The first couple of 
seasons they kidded meand nicknamed 
me ‘The Judge” because I was always 
on the bench. Now they call me “Wild 
Man’. I don’t know if I like that too 
well either, but it’s a lot better than 
“The Judge”. 

I started the last four games in the 
1960 season and started the world 
championship game. Then I was a 
regular in 1961 and 1962. 


I’m only 26 years old and in my 
linebacking prime. And I know that 
pro football is all business and big 
business. Anyone who wants to stay 
in the game has to remember it.

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Paul Brown...ex-coach. _ Blanton Collier... new coach. 
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land Browns as a proud but bewil- 
dered veteran who led his league in 
rushing the first five seasons he play- 
ed but skidded to second in 1962 
amidst reports that he and his former 
coach, the now deposed Paul Brown, 
rarely said morethan ‘Good Morning” 
to each other off the field. There wasn’t 
the slightest doubt that Player Jim 
ever did anything but his best on the 
field. There never was the slightest 
suggestion that Coach Brown ever re- 
garded Player Brown as anything but 
a star of the first order. 

But it also is true that there is no 
doubt that Jimmy Brown’s lament of 
wanting to be traded figured in the de- 
cision of Arthur B. Modell, new owner 
of the Cleveland club, to transform 
the general manager-coach of the past 
18 superlative years into a_bencl 
riding vice president. Paul Brown or- 
ganized the club and 12 times in the 
first 13 years it was a title fracas. 
Then came five lean years and rumbles 
of player discontent. 

Replacing the cool, shrewd, precise, 
patterned Paul Brown as coachis Blan- 
ton Collier, who twice was a Cleveland 
assistant coach and also the head man 
at the University of Kentucky for eight 
years during which time the Wildcats 
never moved above the ordinary. Col- 
lier, credited by Paul Brown with hav- 
ing a football mind the equal of any- 
body’s, contrasts with his predecessor 
in being warm, precise, shrewd and 
fatherly. 

So what's 
Brown? 
to the top? 

Off the field the chances are that 
if Player Brown ever wants to sit down 
at dinner with Coach Collier and dis- 
cuss a problem you can be certain 
that the meeting will be arranged— 
with Collier picking up the check. 

On the field, the chances are that the 
Cleveland club still will be using bas- 
ically the same formations it used with 
such brilliant success at the start of 
the Paul Brown regime and still used, 
with variations, during the lean years. 
Collier worked too long under Paul 
Brown’s guidance not to be influenced. 

It was immediately after the 1962 
season that Player Brown said he felt 
he no longer could be happy at Cleve- 
land. He had won a helmet full of 
rushing records in his first five seasons 
but in the sixth season, with Bobby 
Mitchell traded to Washington and 
Ernie Davis sidelined by leukemia, 
Jimmy Brown also was being used 
as a pass catcher and even at times 
a flanker back. He was the club’s 
beast of burden. But his rushing suc- 
cess slumped to such an extent that 
Jim Taylor of the Green Bay Packers 
surpassed him, 1,474 yards to 996. 
What was worse, the club skidded 
to a 7-6-1 record.

He was speaking directly of Paul 
Brown, the coach whose career in high 
school, college, service and pro ball 
shows 280 victories inscheduled games

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“Football players don’t like to be 
treated as inferiors. Sherman praised 
us like Paul Brown never did or would. 
I wasn’t looking forward to playing for 
him again. 

So how is it going to be this season 
for Jimmy Brown? 

Collier is enough of a coach and 
enough of an expert to know that one 
must adapt one’s system to the mat- 
erial at hand. The Browns concentra- 
ted heavily on ends and halfbacks in 
the post-season draft but their major 
catch was Tom Hutchinson of Ken- 
tucky, a pass catcher of rare ability, 
when it came to signing the players. 
Thus the 1963 Browns basically will 
be the same club that sank out of the 
title picture for the fifth straight year 
in 1962 minus the head man, Paul 
Brown, and the team’s best lineman, 
Jim Ray Smith. Smith, possibly the 
best guard ever to play for Cleve- 
land, was sent to the Cowboys in April 
when Modell became convinced that 
the player meant it when he said he 
would retire rather than forsake his 
Dallas business interests fo: months. 

But there will be changes in the of- 
fense. For one thing, Collier has said 
that his quarterbacks will run the ball 
club on the field “except that I reserve 
the right to send in a play when I 
feel it is necessary.” For another thing, 
the other players who saw helmet- 
to-helmet with Jimmy Brown on Paul 
Brown’s autocratic was likely will mel- 
low under Collier. Player Jimmy’s bur- 
den likely will be as heavy as ever 
but it will be lightened by a laugh, 

The Browns’ attack of 1963 won't 
vary too much from that of 1962. 
Collier is too much of a gentleman 
to permit that. A change could be 
construed as a reflection on his former 
boss, roommate, mentor and sponsor 
plus the man who still is his best friend, 
Paul Brown. However, toward the close 
of 1962 the Browns slowly were de- 
veloping an air attack for the first 
time since the retirement of the great 
Otto Graham. It wasn’t that Jim Ni- 
nowski and Frank Ryan were better 
as throwers than the departed Milt 
Plum. It was because the receivers 
suddenly had become of age and the 
signing of Hutchinson for this season 
could again make tthe Browns the 
aerial bombers of a decade ago. 

A year ago the prize catch in the 
draft was Gary Collins, the 6-4 end 
from Maryland. As a Pro freshman 
Collins nabbed 11 pa: 53. yards 
and two touchdown: 
midseason change 
when Ninowski suffered a shattered 
collarbone and Ryan had to be im- 
ported in a hurry from Los Angeles 
to mouth the messages on the field 
which Coach Brown was sending in 
from the sidelines. Teaming Collins 
with the 6-1 Hutchinson in an end- 
flanker combination could produce fan- 
tastic results. 
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In addition, there’s Ray Renfro. He's 
equally as tall as Hutchinson and is a 
veteran of 11 seasons in the league. 

“It was time for a change. The 
Browns’ record speaks for itself,”’ he 
said after Modell had made the coach- 
ing change. “Our playing personnel 
was better than our record for the 
past six years and I don’t see how 
we could have done any better in 1963 
with Paul continuing as coach. In try- 
ing to analyze the Brown of the last

At the other flank is Rich Kreitling, 
the five-year veteran from Illinois who 
sided with Renfro and Jimmy Brown 
in the clubhouse rebellion that forced 
Modell to act.

Kreitling was the top catcher on the 
squad with 43 grabs that were good 
for 659 yards and three touchdowns. 











Tragedy hit the Cleveland Browns 
twice in less than a year, each time 
removing a prospective star from the 
roster.

Earlier last spring Tom Bloom, star 
of last year’s Purdue team and chosen 
No, 6 in the annual draft by the 
Browns, was killed in an automobile 
accident.

ago, it was Wilson who took ov 
and helped the Browns a “Big-man 
field a la the Paul Hornung-Jim Ta 
lor duo of the Green Bay Packers in 
combination with Jimmy Brown. 

But by the second game of the re- 
gulation season he was relegated to the 
kickoff squad, despite his blocking abil- 
ity, and at the end of the year he had 
carried that ball 46 times, in contrast 
with Brown’s 230, for 141 yards and 
relative obscurity. 

"Wilson ran exceptionally well early, 
in the season and his blocking was 
sound, Events, injuries and so forth 
dropped him to the kickoff team,” 
said Collier without further expla- 
nation. Maybe he is the best blocker 
among the halfback candidates.” As 
a rookie with the Rams in the 1956 
season he bulled his way for 130 
ards in a single game—a record that 
broken later by Jimmy Brown. 
So what’s in store for Jimmy Brown 
in the year ahead? Chances are there 
will be little if any less amount of 
work. Bit it may be happier. And, 
more so if he can bring the Browns 
back. 
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IM TAYLOR looked as if he 

wanted to cry. But he didn’t. Tay- 
lor had just been through the most 
miserable afternoon of his life. Now 
there was one final task ahead. Fac- 
ing the reporters. Sometimes this can 
be rougher than the football game, 
especially when you lose. 

Taylor hadn’t lost. It was late Sun- 
day afternoon, last Dec. 30. Taylor 
and the Green Bay Packers had just 
whomped the New York Giants, 16 
to 7, in one of the most vicious ex- 
hibitions of blood-letting in football 
history. Taylor wearily pulled him- 
self to his feet in the Packers’ Yankee 
stadium dressing room. He managed 
a thin smile. 

‘Of course I’m happy,” the Packer 
fullback said, and the grin widened. 
“Of course it was cold out there. I 
hurt all over. I had stitches taken 
in my elbow at halftime. But that 
wasn’t the half of it. I bit my tongue 
in the first quarter when Sam Huff 
tackled me. I was spitting up blood 
the whole game. It was the toughest 
game of my life.” 


An even tougher ordeal may lie 
ahead for Taylor this fall. The 
National Football League’s leading 
scorer and ground gainer was stricken 
by hepatitis at the Pro Bowl game 
last January in Los Angeles, and 
spent the winter recuperating at his 
home in Baton Rouge, La. 

The extent of his contribution to the 
Packers this autumn is yet to be de- 
termined. Taylor insists he feels fine. 
But hepatitis often weakens its victims 
for years to come. 

If Taylor is below par, it will be like 
rubbing salt in an open wound as far 
as the Packers are concerned. For the 
first time since Vince Lombardi took 

















over as coach and general manager 
in 1959, Green Bay will enter combat 
without its famed Golden Boy, Paul 
Hornung. 

The news that Hornung had been 
suspended indefinitely by Commis- 
sioner Pete Rozelle last April for bet- 
ting on games was a sledge hammer 
blow to the bustling little football town 
on the Fox River. Bartenders, factory 
workers, businessmen, policemen, stu- 
dents, and housewives were shocked. 
Hornung, for better or worse, is an 
idol in Green Bay. 

But if the news hit the average Green 
Bay citizen hard, it was nothing com- 
pared with its effect on Lombardi, When 
Lombardi was summoned to New York 
a few weeks before the axe fell and 
told by Rozelle of Hornung’s steady 
gambling habits, Lombardi reacted 
like a father who was informed that 
his son had been stealing hubcaps off 
cars, 

“Vince is an emotional man,” Roz- 
elle confided later. ‘He was completely 
broken up. He somehow felt that he 
had failed in his treatment of Hornung. 
He even talked of quitting coaching.” 

For four golden years under Lom- 
bardi, Hornung has been the image of 
the Packers. Even though army duty 
limited his football in 1961 and even 
though a knee injury incapacitated him 
most of last year, he still was Mr. 
Packer to the fans. And also to his 
teammates. 





why the Packers must win 


They have pride and they’re still 
hungry. Now, they have the added 
impetus of vindication. 


“He’s the greatest competitor inside 
the opponents’ 10-yard line I’ve ever 
seen,’’ Lombardi often has said. 
Many of the Packers see the 1963 
campaign as a season of vindication. 
They just have to win. ‘‘We’ve got to 
prove that we’re not just a Hornung 
team,” declared one huge lineman. 
“Paul was great. When he came outon 
the field you knew you were going to 
score. But we can win without him.” 


The fuss and furor over Hornung’s 
suspension has tended to obscure the 
questionable status of Jim Taylor. 
Hornung’s football skills and inspir- 
ational value cannot be minimized. 
But Taylor is the real blood and guts 
man of the Green Bay offense. His 19 
touchdowns last season earned him the 
league scoring title, even though he is 
not a kicker. Hornung won the honor 
three years in a row, primarily on his 
field goal and extra point kicking. 

Lombardi concedes that the loss of 
Hornung could affect the Packers psy- 
chologically. “He was a 100 percent 
football player,” asserts the Green Bay 
boss. ‘““He was a winner. But I be- 
lieve we will be able to take up the 
slack somehow. If the players stay 
hungry and show the same desire as 
last year, we'll be tough to beat.” 


There are three prime candidates 
for the two Packer running back po- 
sitions. Each of the three has obvious 
skills, but there is no assurance that 
any one of the trio is either a Hornung 
or Taylor. And only one of the group 
has any pro experience to speak of. 

He is Tom Moore, the nifty halfback 
from Vanderbilt who was Hornung’s 
replacement last year. Moore is gifted 
with the speed of a rabbit. He sprinted 
in and around opposing defenses for 
377 yards in 1962 and nailed down 11 
passes for another 100 yards. But he 
is no blocker. Much of Hornung’s 
value at left halfback stemmed from 
his ability to block for Taylor. And 
Moore cannot run the option play 
with the menacing nonchalance of a 
Hornung or Frank Gifford. 

Operating behind Moore the last 
two seasons has been Elijah Pitts, a 
dusky 6-1, 200-pounder from Philan- 
der Smith. Pitts also is quick, fast, 
and slippery as a fox. But, like Moore, 
he also falls short as a blocker. 

The best of the three may be Earl 
Gros, last year’s strong-running, hard- 















blocking rookie. Gros hails from Tay- 
lor’s old school, Louisiana State, and 
many observers feel he ultimately will 
be the new Jim Taylor. But this year? 
Gros is almost completely unseasoned. 
He was used only briefly in spots last 
season as a substitute for Iron Man 
Taylor. 

When Gros was drafted by the Pack- 
ers two years ago, a groan went up 
throughout the meeting room in Chi- 
cago’s Sheraton hotel as Lombardi 
announced the selection of the 230- 
pound blockbuster as Green Bay’s 
No. 1 pick. ‘Just what they need, 
another running back,” moaned an 
official of another club at a nearby 
table. ‘‘As if they don’t have enough 
backs.” 

As usual, Lombardi may prove to 
have made a wise move. If Taylor is 
able to return to full-time duty in the 
Packer backfield, Gros will be freed 
from fullback responsibilities and can 
bid against Moore and Pitts for Horn- 
ung’s job. 

Obviously, Lombardi’s plight will 
be much more serious if Taylor cannot 
go full steam. If this is the case, Gros 
will be earmarked exclusively for full- 
back service, and the halfback job 
then will be filled by either Moore or 
Pitts. And the offensive backfield will 
be left short of reserve strength. 

There were recurrent rumors after 
last spring’s mild scandal that Lom- 
bardi had been planning to dump 
Hornung, anyway. Reportedly, the 
Packer coach had hopes of trading 
the Golden Galloper to Los Angeles. 
Lombardi, of course, would not com- 
ment on the rumors. Instead, he pre- 
ferred to talk about the psychological 
side of football, a pet theme. 

“Tt took men of character to win the 
championship last year,” the Green 
Bay monarch said proudly. “Each 
team we played tried to intimidate us 
physically, but these fellows stayed in

there and won. To win this year, we 
need the same kind of toughness— 
both mental and physical toughness.” 

Lombardi quite likely will get the 
same kind of toughness from his Pack- 
ers, because he will draw it from them. 
He expects it. Lombardi is an inspir- 
ational coach, possibly the greatest 
molder of men since Knute Rockne. 
Above all, he instills pride in his play- 
ers. He is counting on this quality to 
motivate the Packers to an unprece- 
dented third consecutive title, without 
Hornung and with or without Taylor. 

“We've got pride, allright,” enthuses 
Fred Thurston, Green Bay’s left guard. 
"What I keep in mind all the time is 
that all the other guys in our offensive 
line are going to be doing their job, 
and I’d better do mine or I’m going 
to look like a bum.” 

Jim Ringo agrees. Riding in the 
Packers’ team bus to the Los Angeles 
Coliseum two years ago for a mean- 
ingless game with the Rams, Center 
Ringo was asked by this reporter: 

“Jim, tell me something. What’s on 
your mind right at this moment? What 
are you thinking about? You guys 
already wrapped up the Western Di- 
vision title two weeks ago. So what 
incentive do you have today?” 

Ringo peered back over the leather 
seat and his face tensed. ‘I'll tell you 
what incentive I have. I’m a football 
player. I’m playing against other foot- 
ball players who will know whether 
I'm doing a good job or a bad job. 
In particular, I’m playing today 
against Les Richter, the Rams’ middle 
linebacker. He’ll be head-up over me 
all day. I don’t want Richter to think 
I'm slipping. A plumber doesn’t want 
another plumber to think he does slip- 
shod work. A football player has the 
same pride. You want the respect of 
other men in your profession.” 

Ringo, Thurston, Ron Kramer, Jerry 
Kramer, Forrest Gregg, and Bob Sko- 
ronski form a Packer offensive line 
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which is regarded by many veteran 
football men as the most rugged for- 
ward unit in history. 

‘We have complete confidence in 
each other,” declares Jerry Kramer, 
the league’s top-rated guard. “The 
backbone of our game is blocking for 
Jim Taylor’s power dives up the mid- 
die. There are dozens of variations 
on straightahead blocking for these 
dives. You might think we'd get mixed 
up, but it becomes simple when you've 
worked side by side in so many 
games.” 

A last-second switch in blocking as- 
signments opened the way for Ta: 
lor’s 8-yard burst through the middle 
of the Giant's defense and the Packers’ 
only touchdown in last December’s 
championship victory for Green Bay. 
‘The switch was called, not by Quarter- 
back Bart Starr, but by a lineman. 

Starr had called for a line smash 
in which Gregg, the right offensive 
tackle, and Jerry Kramer, right offen- 
sive guard, were assigned to cross 
block on the Giants’ interior line de- 
fenders, But Gregg switched signals 
at the scrimmage line, an example of 
the way in which the Packer linemen 
work smoothly as a unit and at times 
appear to read each other’s minds. 

“We were all ready to cross block, 
Jerry and I,” Gregg explained. “But 
I noticed that Jim Katcavage (New 
York's defensive left end) was wide, 
and it looked to me as if Dick Mod- 
zelewski (Giant left tackle) was favor- 
ing the inside. 

“So I called a zone, and we each 
took the man head-up on us. Jerry 
took Mo in, and I took Katcavage to 
the outside. Taylor came roaring up 
between us with a heluva run and he 
went right into the end zone.” It was 
the only time all day the Giants didn’t 
touch Taylor. - 

Small wonder that Quarterback Starr 
calls his offensive line ‘'the finest col- 
lection of brains and brawn you could 





ever want to work behind.” 

The feeling is mutual. Packer linemen 
affectionately regard Starr as the most 
underrated quarterback in history. He 
was perfect in the title game. Despite 
a treacherous wind and numbing cold, 
he called an outstanding game, com- 
pleted nine of 21 passes, didn’t fumble 
once, and did not yield a single inter- 
ception. 

Even Lombardi is awed by Starr’s 
play-calling. “I hardly ever call a 
play from the sidelines,” Lombardi 
says, paying his quarterback the su- 
preme compliment. “He almostalways 
knows what I have in mind, anyway.” 

Starr is a master of the ‘‘audible” 
—the means by which a quarterback 
changes plays at the line of scrimmage 
to take advantage of a suddenly de- 
tected weakness in the opponent’s de- 
fense. 

Against the Rams last December in 
Los Angeles, Starr noticed the Los 
Angeles defense pulling in to meet an 
expected running play. He faked a 
slant to Taylor and set left end Max 
McGee scooting across the middle of 
the secondary as a decoy. Hornung, 
running outside McGee, took a per- 
fect pass from Starr on an 83-yard 
touchdown play which won the game 
for Green Bay. 

Starr is a modest, unassuming man, 
and not given to temper outbursts. 
He becomes angry, however, when he 
reads of the Giants’ laments that the 
howling winds and cold favored the 
Packers last December in Yankee 
Stadium. 

“We had to play in the same wind, 
didn’t we?” Starr points out. "And it 
hurt us, too. We weren't able to call 
a single audible because nobody could 
hear the signals at the scrimmage line. 
We had to stick with the plays I called 
in the huddle. If it hadn’t been for the 
wind, we could have audibled them to 
death.”

season. They lost five and managed 
a tie with Minnesota’s Vikings. 

Svare’s ingenuity at juggling com- 
binations, experimenting on the line, 
and inserting young Roman Gabriel 
as the starting quarterback, did not 
pay off in the won-lost column. But 
the eager bachelor, who learned the 
fine art of coaching in the New York 
Giants organization, working with such 
astute teaching as Jim Lee Howell, 
Vince Lombardi, and Tom Landry, 
was rewarded for his fearlessness and 
leadership when he was signed to a 
1963 head coaching contract by club 
President Dan Reeves. 

So now the Rams embark on a new 
threshold in their relatively short but 
illustrious National Football League 
life. 

Under the dedicated leadership of 
Reeves—who returns as lone president 
of the Rams to end years of split lead- 
ership with former co-owners—and the 
vigor of Svare, the Rams will start 
anew in their quest of the Western 
Division championship they achieved 
in 1949, 1950, and 1951. 

While the Rams aren’t exactly to be 
considered as a threat to Green Bay’s 
league supremecy this year, it is con- 
ceivable that Svare can help restore 
the winning habit to a club that has 
reached the depths of frustration in the 
last few years. Foremost in the Svare 
scheme of thinking is to erase the 
stigma of defeat that has permeated 
the atmosphere of the clubhouse. 

“There’s no question that errors we 
made last year demoralized us,” said 
Svare. ‘What hurt the club most was 
that the mistakes snowballed. The lack 
of experience hurtus andthe compound 
defeats started to effect everybody— 
from rookie to veteran. It was dis- 
couraging to all and it became in- 
creasingly difficult to get up for the 
following game.” 

The hard work and toil of long 
practice sessions under new taskmas- 
ter Svare almost paid dividends in 
the final game of the season against 
the Packers. While Green Bay won 
the game, 20-17, enroute to claiming 
its second straight divisional crown, 
the Rams played superbly and almost 
seized the victory. At least the manner 
in which they battled the Packers in- 
stilled confidence in the club for the 
following season. 

Only through maturity and learning 
from past errors will the Rams succeed 
in 1963. 

“We hope that through maturing 
and committing fewer mistakes we will 
take advantage of our opponents’ er- 
ros,”’ said Svare, “and at the same 
time make fewer mistakes ourselves. 
This should result in some victories

In any discussion of what the Rams 
must do to improve their record, the 
foremost topic must be centered on 
the quarterback situation. Lastseason, 
Waterfield used veteran Zeke Brat- 
kowski and rookies Ron Miller and 
Gabriel at quarterback with no great 
success on the part of any of the trio. 

Zeke, who was acquired along with 
Lindon Crow in the trade which sent 
Bill Wade to the Bears and Erich 
Barnes to New York in 1961, finished 
far down the list in individual passing 
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ed. The halfback, seemingly stopped by 49ers' Dove, broke loose to 


statistics among National Football 
League quarterbacks. Miller proved 
erratic in his starts, and Gabriel didn’t 
see much action at all. But when Svare 
replaced Waterfield, he believed the 
young North Carolina State rookie 
was ready for the big test. 

With Gabriel at the controls for the 
four final games, the Rams showed 
marked improvement. The young sig- 
nal caller posted the best passing rec- 
ords of any Ram rookie since Water- 
field in 1945, Gabriel’s completion av- 
erage of 56.8 topped the 1949 season of 
Norm Van Brocklin (53.2) and the 
1954 debut of Bill Wade (52.5). The 
6 feet 4, 225-pound Gabriel netted 
670 yards compared to Van Brocklin’s 
601 in 1949 and Wade’s 509 in 1954. 
abriel is the No.

And Bratkowski, with the great edge 
in experience, could upset the apple- 
carts of both the youngsters. 

It is generally agreed that the Rams 
need the mostimprovement offensively, 
although the club must improve overall 
to maintain a happy balance. The 
Rams running attack needs to be more 
efficient, and here’s where a good, big 
fullback enters the picture. Should either

The key to the 
success of the play, however, hinges 
on how well halfback Jon Arnett car- 
ries out his fake. After Quarterback 
Roman Gabriel gets the ball from Cen- 
ter Art Hunter, he steps back and fakes 
a handoff to Arnett, who continues 
through the strong side. 

At the same time, with the correct 
split timing, Bass races by, takes Gab- 
riel’s handoff, and slides off tackle. 
Bass, of course, became the 11th player 
in the history of the NFL to gain 
1,000 yards last year. ‘34 Behind” 
helped those totals considerably.

Bass, the smallest fullback in the 
league, piled up 1,033 yards rushing 
last year to become the 11th player 
in the history of the NFL to pass the 
1,000 mark in one season, The former 
University of Pacific All-America was 
virtually the entire Ramrunning attack 
most of the season, since Jon Arnett 
injured his leg. Arnett’s return to the 
backfield late in the year only helped 
make Bass more effective and give 
defenses a double headache. Perkins, 
at times last year a first stringer, made 
typical rookie mistakes but showed 
flashes of brilliance. Wilson, a 230- 
pound blockbuster for Southern Cali- 
fornia’s national champions last year, 
and Ollie Matson, returning to a run- 
ning spot after two seasons as blocker- 
receiver at the slotback post, arestrong 
contenders, too. 

The Les Richter era, nine years in 
steady operation is now in the past— 
he retired at the end of the 1962season 
—and Svare believes the Marlin Mc-

The youngest in a newgroup of youth- 
ful and highly respected NFL coaches 
is the Rams' Harland Svare, who was 
elevated to his present post from de- 
fensive line coach midway through the 
1962 season. 

Not yet 32 at the time, Harland took 
over a team down on its luck and wav- 
ering in its poise and gave it a psy- 
chological lift. He juggled combinations 
of players, both on offense and defense. 
He experimented with comparative Ram 
newcomers at several positions, un- 
covering great promise in rookie quar- 
terback Roman Gabriel, who held the 
starting job through the season's final 
four games. 

Svare's industriousness did not pay 
off in the won-lost columns, since the 
Rams finished 0-5-1 under him for a 
full season mark of 1-12-1. However, 
the decisiveness of his moves, the 
fearlessness of his experimentation 
and the strength of his leadership won 
for him a 1963 contract from president 
Dan Reeves. 








Keever era may be equally lengthy. 
Marlin assumed the job of middle line- 
backer early in the 1§ umpaign as 
Richter moved to offens center and 
the former USC great handled the job 
like a veteran. 

The offensive line and defensive back- 
field, along with the lack of experience 
at quarterback are the chief Ram weak- 
nesses for 1963, while the defensive 
line—anchored by Merlin Olsen, the 
NFL’s defensive rookie of the year in 
Pro Football Illustrated’s poll—the line- 
backing, running backs and offensive 
end are the chief strengths of the club. 

Svare doesn’t believe any one club 
is invincible, even Green Bay, The 
Baltimore Colts, who slipped after win- 
ning two championships, areexamples 
of what could happen. That’s what 
makes the league what it is today— 
tough to dominate. 

The Rams aren’t thinking in terms 
of dethroning Green Bay. Not yet, 
anyway. They are shooting to return 
to the road of respectability, and to 
make some impact in the Western 
Division.

history of the National Football 
League to attain that magic goal. 

But from the time the club moved to. 
the. West Coast from Cleveland in 1946, 
they’ve piled up some mighty accom- 
plishments: 

@ 1. They overthrew the Cleveland 
Browns dynasty in 1951. 

© 2. They won three straight West- 
ern Division championships, 1949-50- 
51. 

© 3. They broke every major yard- 
age-gained record by moving the ball 
5,506 yards in 1951. 


@ 4. They scored more points in one 
season (466 in 1950), completed more 
forward passes (253 in 1950), scored 
more touchdowns by air (31 in 1950) 
and kicked more extra points (59 in 
1950) than any team in the National 
League’s history. 

With these facts in mind, here is the 
All-Ram team as selected by broad- 
caster Bob Kelley after conferring with 
Los Angeles football writers. Kelley 
has broadcast every Rams game since 
the team played its first game in Los 
Angeles in 1946. 





LTHOUGH lacking the tradition 
of some other great NFL teams 
as the Chicago Bears, New York Giants 
or Green Bay Packers, the Rams’ list 
of stars is indeed impressive. The list 
of heroes, by no means complete, in- 
cludes such all time greats as Bob 
Waterfield, Norm Van Brocklin, Elroy 
(Crazylegs) Hirsch, Tom Fears, Dan 
Towler, Paul (Tank) Younger, Dante 
Magnani, Les Richter, Jim Benton, 
Parker Hall, Kenny Washington, Vi- 
tamin T. Smith, Bob Boyd, Bill Wade, 
Tom Harmon, and Dick Hoerner. 
Starting at the end position, the Rams 
have been blessed with great strength 
at this point since the club’s inception 
in 1937. In fact, Rams coaches feel 
that in Jim Phillips, Carrol Dale and 
Pervis Atkins they have as fine a trio

of receivers as there are in the NFL. 

Jim Benton set the pattern as the 
first of the great Ram ends, After re- 
tiring in 1957, he trained Tom Fears, 
the next of the great receivers for the 
Rams. Fears proceeded to make Benton 
look good by winning the club’s re- 
ceiving title the next three years. 

Of course one of the dearest recollec- 
tions in the minds of Ram fans re- 
mains the catch that Fears madewhich 
brought Los Angeles its last cham- 
pionship in 1951. It was a 50-yard 
touchdown pass from Quarterback 
Norm Van Brocklin that gave the 
Rams a 24-14 victory over the Cleve- 
land Browns. The victory ended the 
Browns’ five-year domination of the 
NEL title. 

Elroy (Crazylegs) Hirsch, aconvert- 
ed halfback, got his feet wet as an end 
in 1950, and by 1951 he was polished 





enough as a receiver to set an all-time 
NFL record in yards gained—1,495 
yards. In nine seasons with the Rams, 
Hirsch established these marks: 

1, Most yards gained catching 
passes (career)—6,289 yards. 

2. Most touchdown passes received 
in career (53). 

3. Most touchdown passes received 
in one season (17). 

4, Most points in one season (102 
in 1951); most TD’s in career (55); 
and most TD’s in one season (17). 

Hirsch by no means had a lock on 
the honors, since Fears’ 400 receptions 
in nine seasons is second only to Green 
Bay’s Don Hutson who had 489. Fears 
set a NFL record by hauling in 18 
touchdown passes in 1950. Benton’s 
name is still in the NFL record books 
off the 303 yards he gained catching

passes in one game (1945 vs. Detroit), 
and his 42 TD passes in his eight 
season career as a Ram is second only 
to Hirsch’s 53 receptions. 

When the ‘‘three-end” system was 
emphasized, Bob Boyd made a great 
splash on the pro scene, and the Fears- 
Hirsch-Boyd trio reigned supreme until 
Fears retired in 1956. 

Dick Huffman, who performed for the 
Rams in 1947-50, is rated as the great- 
est all-around tackle that ever played 
for Los Angeles. He was so good that 
he was included not only on the of- 
fensive team but on the defesive team 
as well. 

The other offensive tackle post goes 
to Bob Reinhard, another double-duty 
lineman who was effective both on 
offense and defense. 

At the guard positions, Riley Mathe- 
son and Duane Putnam rank as the 
two greatest of all Rams. 

Matheson could block like nobody’s 
business, and he was one of the most 
respected linemen in the league in 
1946-47, 

Selected All-Pro three times, partici- 
pant in four Pro Bowl Games and 
Rams’ offensive team captain for sev- 
eral seasons. Putnam is one of the 
outstanding guards in the club’s 
history. 

He played eight years with the Rams 
(1952-59), with Dallas in 1960 and 
the Cleveland Browns in 1961 before 
rejoining Los Angeles for the 1962 
season. The “Putter” flashed some 
of his old brilliance late in 1962 and 
was a starter throughout the last half 
of the season. When he reported to the 
Rams in 1952, he weighed only 193 
pounds, but an off-season weight pro- 
gram hiked him to his present 230 
pounds in 1954.

Putnam, like Dick Bass, is a grad- 
uate of University of Pacific in Stock- 
ton, Calif, giving the former Pacific 
stars two berths on the All-Rameleven. 

When it comes to offensive center, 
Leon McLaughlin stands out like the 
“Rock of Gibralter.” The Rams have 
never really beenblessed with real great 
centers, but McLaughlin is undoubt- 
edly the best. He is highly regarded 
because he was a true team player. 

Bob Waterfield and Van Brocklin 
are two of the all’time greats in the 
NFL, but Bob gets the edge on this 
mythical Ram team. When Waterfield 
joined the Cleveland Rams in 1945, he 
not only led them to their first winning 
season in history, but to a divisional

title and to a thrilling one-point win 
over the Washington Redskins for the 
world championship. 

Bob became the first man ever to 
receive a unanimous vote asthe NFL’s 
Most Valuable Player. With Jim Ben- 
ton as his main target, Waterfield’s 
passes broke many records, and his 
six touchdowns the first nine times he 
tried his boootleg play during the pre- 
season and league games brought him 
national fame and gave pro football a 
significant post-war boost. 

Waterfield’s quiet leadership on the 
field played a large part in bringing 
the Rams three consecutive divisional 
crowns, a tie for fourth, and the 1951 
world title. 
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BOB REINHARD 
At the halfback position, Fred Gehrke 


and Dick Bass stand out as the top 
two although Vitamin T, Smith is a 
tough man to omit from the position. 
Gehrke was a clever, deceptive runner 
and fine receiver. Bass, while he is 
selected as a halfback, won great fame 
for himself and the Rams last year as 
a fullback. The 5 feet 9!:-inch motor 
scooter became only the 11th back in 
the history of the National Football 
League to gain over 1,000 yards in 
a single season. 

Great fullbacks, including Dan Tow- 
ler, Tank Younger and Dick Hoerner 
have played for the Rams, but theedge 
goes to Towler. Until Bass gained 
1,033 yards last year, Towler’s 894 
yards in 1952 stoodas the all’time high 
for Ram ball carriers. In six seasons, 
Towler gained 3,493 yards for an 
average of 5.2 per attempt. 

On defense, only three players—two 
of them halfbacks—were not members: 
of the 1950-51 powerhouse teams. They 
are Will Sherman, Eddie Meador, the 
latter still a key inthe Rams secondary, 
and Les Richter. 

Larry Brink, who'd consistently 
throw the great Otto Graham for losses, 
and Jack Zilly dominate the end po- 
sitions, although Andy Robestelli, who 
was traded to the Giants, certainly is a 
standout at defensive end. 

Huffman, a repeat from the offensive 
team, and the outstanding Gil Bouley 
are accorded the tackle positions onthe 
All Time Ram team.

OWARD W. (RED) HICKEY 
called the 1962 San Francisco 
49ers team his “best” since he took 
over the coaching reins in 1959. He 
made this widely-circularized quota- 
tion in August, before the firing started 
on the National Football League front. 
After the smoke cleared and the final 
tabulations were posted, the 49ers fin- 
ished with a 6-8 record for fifth place 
in the Western Division. That sort of 
season hardly qualifies Hickey for en- 
trance into the Associated Prognosti- 
cators of America Society. San Fran- 
ciscans, who have yet to watch the 
49ers ascend toa division title although 
they have been billed as the ‘‘cham- 
pions of second place’’ by somewriters, 
were disappointed in the performance 
of the club. 
They sat by painfully, as the former 
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4Qer great, Y.A. Tittle, was busily in- 
volved in pitching the New York Giants 
to another Eastern Division title. In 
the meantime, 49er Quarterback John 
Brodie was not enjoying the same suc- 
cess he met with the year before when 
he ranked among the leading passers 
in the National Football League. 

How could Hickey have missed in 
his prediction? Certainly, the 49ers 
should have finished higher than fifth. 
Hickey, a nonconformist in the deepest 
sense of the term in coaching, is one 
of the better strategists in the business. 
But the collapse of the 49ers cannot be 
attributed to normal circumstances. 

It was as if the fates had interfered 
with destiny. Too many things hap- 
pened to the club for Hickey’s predic- 
tion to even come close. These are the 
intangible things that no coach can 
control . . . such items as “breaks and 
injuries.” 

The simple fact remains that the 49ers 
played their final game in 1962 with 
seven regulars on the bench because 
of wounds. Halfback Bill Kilmer, the 
most inspirational player onthesquad, 
missed the last two games because of 
injuries suffered in an automobile ac- 
cident. Bob St. Clair, perennial All-Pro 
offensive tackle, was sidelined for the 
last five games with an Achilles tendon 
ailment that later required surgery.

1954 when early and midseason mis- 
haps sidelined such players as Tittle, 
Hugh McElhenny, and Rex Berry. 

“I was very disappointed over last 
year’s record,” said Hickey, ‘“‘because 
I thought it was our best club. But 
there are those things in football that 
you have no control over. That’s 
breaks and injuries.” 

Hickey is still convinced that last 


year’s San Francisco teams should 
have been his “‘best” ball club. This 
time, the rugged redhead isn’t about 
to climb out on the limb and saw it 
off himself. He merely states the 49ers 
will have a good ball club, barring 
the unforseen. 

“The potential is there,” he says. 
“‘We’ve had tremendous turnover so 
we're a relatively young club. With 
the exception of Leo Nomellini (he’s 
39), we have youth on our side. Ma- 
turity will be a determining factor:for 
us. Our rookies should have benefited 
from last year’s experience, and this 
year’s rookie crop looks impressive.” 

One of the things that hurt the 49ers 
last year as much as the injuries, was 
the breakdown of proven regulars on 
the club. How does one account for the 
sudden lapses by such veterans as Ted 
Connolly, Eddie Dove, or Jerry Mer- 
tens, just to cite three players who were 
on the bench for some of the time last 
year? 

The club’s foremost headacheis inthe 
defensive secondary. The 49ers inter- 
cepted only 12 passes last year, low 
mark in the National Football League. 
There’s no doubt that Dave Baker’s 
absence due to Army service made a 
big difference. The main hope here is 
that Abe Woodson, Dove and Mertens 
will return to the form they displayed 
in 1959-60 when they, with Baker,

formed one of the best secondary 
groups in the league. Actually, the 
fourth man last year—Blbert Kim- 
brough—was probably the most con- 
sistent player. 

Despite the failure of thesecondary to 
intercept more passes, despite the lack 
of pass protection for Brodie, despite 
the many injuries—including two key 
ones to centers Frank Morzeand Bruce 
Bosley—and despite the tailure ofsome 
of the proven regulars to measure up 
to past performances, the 49ers were 
really never out of reach of winning 
most of their games last year. 

They had their ups and downs, but 
they were never really annihilated by 
anybody. In fact, the San Franciscans 
could have turned the NFL race up- 
side down had they been able to knock 
over the Packers. They had an oppor- 
tunity to win both games with Green 
Bay, but a series of breaks against

them meant the difference. 

With hard-working J.D. Smith car- 
rying the mail, the 49er running game 
stood up exceptionally well. Smith, one 
of the finest offensive backs in the 
league, lugged the ball 258 times for 
907 yards, an average of 3.52.

Offensive fullbacks, who absorb as 
much punishment as any football 
player, just aren’t supposed to last that 
long. Perry finished his career as the 
leading ground-gainer in football his- 
tory. His 10 seasons in the NFL show 
the staggering total of 7,151 yards in 
1,415 carries—a five yard average. 
His feats become evern more startling 
when you remember his contempora- 
ries—Steve Van Buren, Philadelphia; 
Marion Motley, Cleveland; Frank Ro- 
gel, Pittsburgh; Howie Ferguson, Green 
Bay;-Dan Towler and Tank Younger, 
Los Angeles.

his family as an infant. An All-Amer- 
ica tackle at Minnesota, Nomellini has 
been a perennial All-Pro selection for 
the 49ers.

The fourth member of the All-Time 
backfield is Johnny “Strike” Strzykal- 
ski, a carefree, fun-loving Milwaukee 
product who had only one goa! when he 
tucked a football under his arm—all 
the way. 

Billy Wilson, Gordy Solteau and 
Alyn Beals are the three offensive ends 
selected.

This is a highly profitable business since I make a 
profit on both labor and materials. 1 employ two 
servicemen. On big jobs or in rush periods I still do 
some servicing myself. Many dealers just line up the 
jobs and have several crews working. Very soon I 
expect to do just that.

Our business grows constantly, month by month, 
and the growth is unlimited.
